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NECROLOGY 



The following list, prepared by Mrs. 
Henry J. Carr, is the necrological record 
of A. L. A. members in the Handbook, 
1918. 

The number following the year of en- 
rollment is that of accession in the numer- 
ical registration of the Association. 

W. J. E. Barnwell, assistant librarian of 
the Public Library, Cincinnati, Ohio, died 
May 8, 1918. He joined the A. L. A. in 
1882 (No. 420) and attended the confer- 
ences of 1882 and 1905. 

Edmund Mills Barton, librarian emeritus 
of the American Antiquarian Society, Wor- 
cester, Massachusetts, died April 14, 1918. 
A charter member (No. 33) and a life 
member of the A. L. A., he had attended 
the conferences of 1876, 79, '83, '85, '86, 
'92, '93, '98, 1902, '05, '06, '09, '11 and Lon- 
don International, 1897. 

Henry Belin, Jr., treasurer of the Pub- 
lic Library, Scranton, Pennsylvania, died 
December 25, 1917. He joined the A. L. A. 
in 1905 (No. 3488) but had attended no 
conferences. 

William Howard Brett, for thirty-four 
years librarian of the Cleveland Public Li- 
brary, died August 24, 1918. As the head 
of a great and successful library, his dedi- 
cation to its service had been complete, 
and the system built up by him will per- 
petuate his memory. 

Mr. Brett became a member of the 
A. L. A. in 1885 (No. 477) and served as 
its president in 1896-97. He had attended 
the conferences of 1885, 86, '90, '1892-1907, 
1909-10, '12, '14, 1916-18 (twenty-six in all). 
See Library -Journal, 43:721, 793-807; Pub- 
lic Libraries, 23:372, and the special me- 
morial number of the Open Shelf (the bul- 
letin of the Cleveland Public Library) for 
September-October, 1918. 

Eleanor Buynitzky, assistant in the 
Weather Bureau Library, Washington, 
D. C, died October 7, 1917. She joined the 
A. L. A. in 1908 (No. 4329) and attended 
the conference of 1914. 

Samuel Sweet Green, since 1909 libra- 



rian emeritus of the Public Library of 
Worcester, Massachusetts, where his li- 
brarianship covered the years from 1871 
to 1909, died December 8, 1918. A char- 
ter member and a life fellow of the 
A. L. A., Mr. Green served the Association 
in various capacities, and became its 
president in 1891. He attended twenty- 
four conferences, those of 1876, '77, '79, 
'81-83, '85-87, '89-94, '96-97, '99, 1902, '05-07, 
1909, 1911, and the International Confer- 
ence at London in 1877. 

Rowland G. Hazard, chairman Board of 
Directors, Narragansett Library Associa- 
tion, Peace Dale, Rhode Island, died Janu- 
ary 23, 1918. He joined the A. L. A. in 
1906 (No. 3931) and attended the confer- 
ence of that year. 

Sara G. Hyde, of the Yale University 
Library, New Haven, Connecticut, died 
January 3, 1918. She joined the A. L. A. 
in 1907 (No. 4125) and attended the con- 
ferences of 1907, '13, '16. 

Hannah M. Lawrence, supervisor of 
branches, Buffalo Public Library, died Oc- 
tober 7, 1918. She joined the A. L. A. in 
1910 (No. 4917) and attended the confer- 
ences of 1910, '12, '14, '16. 

Reba F. Lehman, of the Spokane 
(Wash.) Public Library, died October 3, 
1918. She joined the A. L. A. in 1912 (No. 
5406) and attended the conferences of 
1912, *14 and '16. 

Minnie Lunn, of the Public Library, 
Louisville Kentucky, died March 17, 1918. 
She joined the A. L. A. in 1917 (No. 7374) 
and attended the conference of that year. 

Edith Marian Morgan, of the War De- 
partment, Washington, D. C, died Decem- 
ber 1, 1918. Miss Morgan was a life 
member of the A. L. A., joining in 1913 
(No. 6007). She had attended no confer- 
ences. 

L. R. Moyer, president of the Library 
Board, Public Library, Montevideo, Minne- 
sota, died March 13, 1917. [This informa- 
tion not of record at A. L. A. Headquarters 
when Handbook for 1917 was published.] 
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He joined the A. L. A. in 1908 (No. 4505) 
and attended the conference of that year. 

E. Boudinot Stockton, of New York City, 
died July 30, 1918. He became a member 
of the A. L. A. in 1907 (No. 4304) but had 
attended no conferences. 

Joanna Gleed Strange, of the New York 
Public Library, died August 23, 1918. She 
joined the A. L. A. in 1914 (No. 6458) and 
attended the conference of 1916. 

Sallie McCormick Vaught, of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois Library, Urbana, Illinois, 
died October 22, 1918. She joined the 
A. L. A. in 1917 (No. 7401) but had at- 
tended no conferences. 

Alice G. White, librarian of the Thomas 
Crane Public Library, Quincy, Massachu- 
setts, died December 29, 1918. Joining the 
A. L. A. in 1900 (No. 2032) she attended 
the conferences of 1900, '02, '03, '06, '07, 
'09, '14, '15. 

The following persons had formerly be- 
longed to the Association, although not 
members at the time of their death: 

William Richard Cutter, librarian emeri- 
tus, Public Library, Woburn, Massachu- 
setts, died June 6, 1918. He joined the 



A. L. A. in 1890 (No. 858) and attended the 
conferences of 1890, '94, '96 and 1902. 

Mrs. Frank Nelson Doubleday (Neltje 
Blanchan), author, New York City, died 
February, 1918. She joined the A. L. A. 
in 1901 (No. 2205) but had attended no 
conferences. 

Savilla I. Hinrichsen, formerly librarian 
of the Illinois State Library, Springfield, 
died August 27, 1917. She joined the 
A. L. A. in 1895 (No. 1375) and attended 
the conference of that year. 

Mrs. Emily A. Merrill, Cambridge, Mas- 
sachusetts, died May 3, 1918. She joined 
the A. L. A. in 1903 (No. 2973) and at- 
tended the conferences of 1902, '03, '08, 
'09, '11. 

Nicholas Murray, librarian of Johns Hop- 
kins University from 1890 to 1908, died 
December 9, 1918. Joining the A. L. A. in 
1891 (No. 937) he attended the conference 
of 1892. 

Francis Asbury Sampson, secretary and 
librarian of the Missouri State Historical 
Society, died February 4, 1918. He joined 
the A. L. A. in 1904 (No. 3202) and at- 
tended the conferences of 1904 and 1908.
